The foreman on the farm was described 
- 4. employer as a man of high principle, 
who had been with him twenty-eight years, 
Perhaps I would better say Mr. Thompson 
had been with the foreman twenty-eight, for 
when a farm changes bands the laborers b 
choice remain on the place. As Mr. 
said, “When a man has a nice comfortable 
place, a cottage and other fixtures, he does 
not want to move.” What a contrast to us 
restless Yankees! Four generations of the 
foreman’s family have worked for Mr. 
Thompson, beginning with the grandfather, 
and it is his great-grandson who is driving 
the horses in the reaper. 

“And the land I now hoid on your honor’s estate 

Is the same that my gran er tilled.” 

It is quite probable that living thus on 
one srot limits the ideas. In a near hamlet 
I called on an old pair of a more well-to do 
class, who spoke in the Sussex dialect, and 
still used the Old Style of reckoning for 
their rent days. As New Style was intro. 
duced into Eng!and in 1752, I may say that 
they were in this matter only one hundred 
and thirty years behind time. 

As to the pay of the agricultural laborer, 
Mr. ‘Thompson's foreman earns a pound, or 
about five dollers, weekly, and an extra 

ound every qua:ter, but is not boarded. 
Employment, however, is found for him in 
the winter as well as summer, the open win- 
ters of this region differing from those of 
Pennsylvania. At Mr. Ford’s I am told 
that the ploughmen get about three dollars 
and seventy-five cents weekly, or fifteen 
shillings, and their rent, and the shepherd 
about seventeen shillings, but he has to 
work every day in the week. When the 
land is heavy here they generally plough 
with from three to five horses in single line, 
and must therefore have two men, called the 
carter and his mate. ‘To their animals they 
use old Sussex cries, such as “Mather woot,” 
or “Come hither, wilt thou?” ‘The hours 
ot labor are moderate, men going out to 
work about seven, even in summer, and 
coming in about half-past five. But during 
harvest they work from five in the morning 
as long as they can see, stopping only tor 
breakfast, dinner, and afternoon “bait,” or 
lunch. During the harvest month, August, 
they receive double wages, or sometimes the 
farmer simply pays two pounds extra for 
the month. 

is the laborer intelligent? ‘T'wenty-eight 
years ago, when Mr. ‘Thompson came to his 
farm in the Downs, he thinks that there vas 
not a man on the place who could read 
fluently ; now every house takes a paper. 
Education in England is now compulsory, 
and when the laborer can read and vote we 
shall doubtless cease to hear of “Hodge and 
his master.” Mr. Thompson’s foreman of 
“high principle” has not a vote, because he 
does not occupy a house paying a rent of 
twelve pounde a year. (in boroughs all 
householders have vo:es). Mr. Thompson 
says that as the foreman does not drink or 
use tobacco, he has no tax to pay for the 
support of the government, excepting that 
on tea. What is his pecuniary status? 
With this high character, with his having 
perhaps lived ali his life on this one estate, 
what has he accumulated? Provably he has 
not laid by anything ; he has not even joined 
one of the “benefit societies” common among 
laboring-men. In his old age he is entitled 
to relief from the parish ; to accept it, says 
Mr Thompson, is no disgrace. It is his 
share of the wealth of England.—[Phebe 
Earle Gibbons, in Harper's Magazine for 
April. 

THe Squash BuG.—The Rural New

JERUSALEM ARTICHOKE. 


(W. Hale, in Newburyport Herald.] 
Jerusalem Artichoke (Helianthus tuber- 
oses) of the same genus with the common 
sunflower, is said to be a native of Brazil, 
and to grow from eight to twelve feet in 
height. Undoubtedly it will under favora- 
ble conditions. It produces yellow flowers 
resembling sunflowers, but much smaller. 
There are different varieties of the Jerusalem 
Artichoke—one variety imported from 
France produces tubers of a yellowish cast. 
The tubers of another variety imported from 
Brazil are red. I remember when a boy of 
digging artichokhes—more than fifty years 
ago—which grew wild on the old home- 
stead, in ward one, New!uryport, where my 
grandfather formerly lived. Artichoke 
river, which separates Newburyport from 
West Newbury, probably takes its name 
from the artichokes that were found grow- 
ing wild near its banks. 

The agricultural report of 1879 from 

Washington, contains the reporis of several 

gentlemen who raised artichokes from the 

red Brazilian tubers sent them by the de- 
partment. On page 490 J. M. Peffer of 
Michigan, says “ April 7th, 1880, I have just 
dug the Red Brazilian Artichokes—they are 
much larger than the tubers sent from the 
department and yields enormously. From 

nine stalks I got more than a bu-hel—this 

indicates a yield of 800 to 1000 busheis per 
acre.” Martin J. Berger, illinois, says his 
yielded at the rate of 1600 bushels per acre, 
and thinks that they could be made to yield 
2000 bushels per acre. California chinks 

they would yield 4000 bushels per acre. Re- 

port from Wisconsin says “ ‘The best food 
tor pork that can be raised in this country.” 
Nebraska says “ will be a valuable substitute 
for corn in feeding hogs.” 

Christopher Shearer, a noted farmer near 

Reading, Pennsylvania, who wrote an essay 

on keeping one cow, which was published 
with other essays on the same subject in 
book form, by Orange Judd, New York, 
says: “ There is, however, a root or tuber, 
an acre of which affords enough nourishment 
to sustain two cows, with less labor than 1s 
required to raise an acre of potatoes. ‘That 
root is the Jerusalem artichoke. We can 
depend upon an average yield ot from ten to 
twelve hundred bushels trum an acre of land 
rich enough to produce fifty bushels of corn. 
Pound for pound they are equal in nutritive 
qualities to potatoes. In regard to harvest- 
ing—a part of them can be dug in the fall, 
and as the frost does not injure them, the 
remainder can remain in the ground until 
spring. He says it is equal to c.over as a 
renovator of the soil, it ted on the farm, as 
it attracts its nitrogen to a great extent 
from the atmosphere. On rich land a single 
stalk will produce from a peck to a hilf. 
bushel of thetubers. He has fattened cattle 
on them without any additional food except- 
ing a little hay, until they were fit for the 
butcher. His horses thrive on them fed in 
connection with hay, do full work without 
grain. He says “a brother of mine planted 
artichokes in a*field that haa been in culti- 
vation more than a century ; and yet in spite 
of drouth, of indifferent culture, without 
manure, and of an early frost that prema- 
turely killed the plants, the yield was be- 
tween five and six hundred bushels per 
acre.” After giving an account of several 
experiments, he concludes that the Jerusa- 
l.m artichoke is fully equal to the potato as 
food for stock, and he preiers it to ali other 
vegetables because it is leas exhaustive to 
the soil, produces larger crops, and is less 
liable to fuilure in adverse weather, keeps 
better and with less care, is relished better 
by stock, and requires less labor in culti- 
vating, harvesting and feeding it. Finally, 
he says that “ millions of acres of exhausted 
and deteriorated lands, that descend as a 
profitiess inheritance from generation to 
generation in the eastern and southern 
States, can be improved and kept fertile, 
with profit to the farmer during the process 
of renovation, without the aid of artificial 
tertilizers, or imported manures, by feeding 
the tubers of the Jerusalem artichokes to 
stock on the farm.” 

I have had some experience with the Jeru- 
salem artichoke during the past year. I sent 
to Chicago and got one bushel of the Red 
Brazilian variety—cut them into very small

F COAL-MAKING. 
The carboniferous formation represents 
the most wonderful episode in the history ct 
our globe. It gives us an impression com- 
parable in strangeness to that produced by 
those wonderful civilizations which blos- 
somed out so suddenly and so splendidly 
in the infancy of mankind, Only a rare 
concurrence of circumstances could have 
brought on the expansion of plant-growth 
which characterized its epoch. The world 
of plants was still young and imperfect. 
Vegetation was charatterized by the abrn- 
dance of green parts susceptible of rapid 
growth, and an almost indefinite develop- 
ment. It was, however, destitute of two 
characters which have been acquired by the 
later plants; those of the periodical and 
gradual increase of parts destined to endure, 
and of an absolute specialization of the re- 
productive apparatus. The vegetable king- 
dom was the first factor in the production of 
coal, but not the only one; and two other 
factors must be taken into account in study- 
ing its genesis. One of these related to the 
conditions of the environment, the climate, 
and the temperature; the other to the 
situations in which the plants that were 
converted into coal were placed. Had 
either of these conditions been essentially 
different or left out, we would have had no 
coal. The influence ot situation is shown 
by the fact that the coal beds are always 
intermittent ; that they are limited in extent 
and pass laterally into shades and sand- 
siones, so as to show that there was nothing 
universal in the phenomenon, and that it 
was liable to interruption by physical 
changes. Itis also easy to conceive that 
the formation of coal could not have gone 
on unless the vegetation was adapted to the 
process, and the conditions of the climate 
were suitable. The coal-plants could never 
have grown and flourished as they did in 
the present climates of the North; and our 
hard wood trees, with their firm foundations 
inthe ground, and their slow periodical 
growth, could never by decaying in the open 
air Lave produced the peculiar and rich 
combinations we find in the coal beds.—
